EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

The withdrawn Claims 18-27 have been rejoined. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

The previous rejections of Claims 1-17 and 28-39 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over JP 2003-055747 as stated in the Examiner's Answer dated 
April 14, 2008 have been withdrawn in light of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences (BPAI)'s decision on appeal dated July 14, 2009. 

Claims 18-27 have been withdrawn from consideration as directed to a non- 
elected process invention pursuant to the restriction requirement made by the examiner 
in the Office action dated February 28, 2007. However, Claim 18 has incorporated all 
the product composition limitations in the allowed independent Claims 1 and 28. 
Therefore, the independent Claim 18 and its direct and/or indirect dependent Claims 19- 
27 have been rejoined and allowed. See MPEP 821 .04 {R-3].
